ee . ATLANTA, May 19, 1869. 

| Mrs Editor: The worm, so detrimental 
to. wares manufactured of timber, is a sub- 
ject of great interest to the trades of that 
kind, and manufacturers are in constan; 
| solicitude for sound wood and how to avoid 
that which is pervaded with this destruc- 
tive element found in the material used: 
especially .to. carriage makers, coopers, 
bridge and railroad builders, the impor- 
tance of sound stuff is essential for pro- 
ducing good work. To the South, aspir- 
ing to be her own manufacturer, having 
her own forests rich in every variety of 
timber suitable for building, her own mar- 
kets for her manufactured goods, and her 
vast projects of railroad, buildings, the 
subject should be pre-eminently interest- 
ing; therefore this article, suggested by 
an inquiry noticed in a Northern journal, 
published in the interest of mantfacturers, 
is directed to those engaged in advancing 
Southern resources. I copy the substance 
as follows from the journal alluded to: 
“This question is one that gives the trade 
a great deal of annoyance. Nothing is so 
trying to the builder as to have to contend 
with the cutting of the worm after devot- 
ing time and labor in preparing his work. 
. * # © # * It is impossible to pre- 
yent this cutting of the worm. * * * * It 
is impossible for the wheeler to detect the 
existence of the same however carefully 
spokes and fellers are examined; still 
the worm would come out from their 
hiding place, showing. that they were in- 
visible, untraceable and at the same time 
destructive. However, this fact is ob- 
served, that as a general thing, they first 
commence to cut in the sap and it is be- 
lieved that they are the creatures of sap 
and that nothing inthe process of steam- 
ing or heating. will effect them until after 
they have passed out of the embryo. It is 
the impression that the whole trouble, con- 
sequently the remedy, is in the hands of 
those who cut our timber, and it issaid by 
those experienced in matters of this kind, 
that there was a certain time to cut down 
the timber that is to be used for such pur- 
poses, in order to retain the strength and 
prevent the worm; the timeis during the 
dark nights of August. These surmises 
are referred to any one who may be in pos- 
session of facts bearing on the subject and 
such a one presenting himself must prove 
a benificent being to the trade.” 

As far as this subject has come under 
my observation, in the course of a desul- 
tory experience, the above surmises are in 
the right direction, and elicit information 
for practical utility, fo reach which the 
facts must be established, that worms in 
timber are the creatures of sap; that no 
process for their extermination can affect 
them in the embryo; that the embryo is

The 
experienced timber cutter who says there 
is a certain time to cut down the timber in 
order to retain its strength and prevent 
the worm has, I hold,.some notion of an- 
other fact; and from these are deduced the 
following conclusion: Waiving the hy- 
pothesis that the time for cutting down 
timber is during the dark nights of Au-

The Southern Pacific. 


It will be seen by the telegram from 
Memphis, that the Commercial Convention 
have inaugurated the movement for the 
construction of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. We regard this as important 
matter as can be acted upon by that body. 
It is fraught with as deep an interest to 
the Southern people as any possible enter- 
prise of theday. The opposition to it will 
be great. The difficulties in the way of its 
construction will be appalling. It will 

| probably be fought in Congress in eyery 
possible manner on account of its rivalry 
with the Northern Pacific. 

But against all hindrances, and over all 
impediments it must be carried to success. 
Ever since the surrender we have looked 
to this as the Southern project that inter- 
ested every Southern State ; that commend- 
ed itself to the approval and zealous sup- 
port of every citizen of our section from 
Virginia to Texes; and we believed that 
every moment was a mournful loss of val- 
uable time, that we spent in slumbering 
indifference and inaction in connection 
with it. It must Be BUILT. Itis but a 
question of time. The continent spanned 
with the iron track of the Union Pacific, 
and that great gutter of trade clogged four 
months in the year by the inevitable snow 
of the icy region through which it runs, is 
it not absolutely certain that the clamors 
of commerce will storm out a better thor- 
oughtare for its burdens of freight. 

We have a faith in the matter that rises 
above the cowardly barriers of doubt. The 
combined world can’t keep us from suc- 
ceeding in the great matter. If necessary 
let the States as States subscribe to it. Let 
the States through which it will pass give 
it subsidies of land. Let the roads that it 
is to feed, and that are to feed it take stock 
heavily init. We want that immeasura- 
ble inundation of commerce that it will 
bring, to spread over our fair South. The 
glittering prize hangs ready to be picked 


by ahardy. daring effort—an effort, it is 
true, involving travail, weariness, pa- 


tience, soreness, toil—but an effort whose 
success, possible to us, will well repay the 
fullest expenditure of trouble. 

The press must keep it alive with its 
million-tongued oratory.

It will also be seen by the Memphis dis- 
patches that the Convention has passed 
a resolution of Col. Hulberts, requesting 
the Southern Railways to hold a Conven- 
tion to establish an Immigration organiza- 
tion. to supply the demand for labor. 

We*think this is another move in the 
right direction. There is at present in 
Georgia some diversity of opinion on the 
subject of Immigration. It has its advo- 
cates and its opponents, and the latter as 
well as the former are gentlemen of 
recognized ability. We are in favor of it 
strongly, and propose to discuss the sub- 
jectin the future. We deem it a matter of 
immense moment to our section. A very 
distinguished Georgian the other day re- 
quested the use of our columns to give his 
views ayainst it, which we very cordially 
granted. Truth is elicited by discussion. 
We are giad to hear arguments from every 
side. The manly apothegm that “Error 
ceases to be dangerous, when truth is left 
free to combat it,” but gains recognition 
with civilized pfogress. When the fetter is 
applied to error, it makes the precedent to 
trammell truth. And if truth is un- 
shackled, it must eventually conquer its 
foe, no matter what the odds against it. 

We would like to see such a Railroad 
Convention called. And not only let the 
railroads adopt a plan of management to 
foster immigration, but organize a perma- 
nent policy of low fares and freights. This 
is another practical matter of great value 
to the people. A comparison of the rates 
of travel and freight in the Southern and 
Northern Railroads shows a difference 
that is astonishing. They are high in the 

‘West too, but reducing. Now the truth 
must be told that at first the low system 
loses money, but in the end it triamphant- 
ly enlarges receipts. It is astuuading how 
it increases travel and transportation. It 
works like the system of penny postage. 
When a man wants to writéa letter he 
never stops to count the cost of writing. 
Under the high postage plan, he would 
write only in cases of lute necessity. 

Just so in travelling. With low fares to 
pay, 4 man will go on the slightest induce- 
ment, while now he makes every shift to 
keep from going, because the cost of a 
journey digs the very pith out of even a 
plethoric purse. 

The two enterprises will help each 
other. Immigration will materially aid 
reduction of fares, while low fares, must 
unquestionable jnduce Immigration.
